Necessity of Having Force to Guard 


Country's Merchant Ships in the 


Clouds Against Sudden Attack 


Is Pointed Out. 


Tlie Dutch paper Tclegraaf report- 


ed that on November 15 airplanes 
dropped bombs ou the castle at Swal- 
nieri, where the ex-crown prince of 
Germany is staying. 


No suggestion is made as to the 


nationality of the airplanes, except by 
the parenthetical remark that Swal- 
men is only three miles from the Ger- 
man frontier. The report does not 
mention any casualties, nor does it 
say how the ex-prince bore himself 
under fire, though it would have been 
interesting to have known, since, ac- 
cording to popular report, he has had 
no previous experience during the war 
of being under fire, having left all 
that to the German "cannon fodder," 
which he so recklessly and cynically 
•acrificed. 


The report is vague in the extreme, 


but -whether or not true, it suggests 
various exciting possibilities in the 
future. Piracy and smuggling by air- 
plane are possibilities not to be over- 
looked. 
Of course, while all Europe 


Is still armed, and the German army 
resembles a pack of wolves without a 
pack leader, nothing could be easier 
than for some German airmen who 
disapprove of the ex-crown prince'* 
conduct in general and are resolved 
that no counter-revolution shall ever 
make him emperor, to paint out the 
national mark? on their machines, fly 
high :ibove the clouds into Holland. 
dive rr/on his residence and release 
their l.n::;bs. In any force still retain- 
ing it? discipline and the discipline of 
active service at that, such action 
would be wildly impossible. 


In times of peace such raids would 


be less easy. All airdromes and their 
airplanes will of course be registered ; 
the movements of aircraft will be eren 
more strictly under observation- than 
those of seagoing ships, for the simpla 
reason that their periods of absence 
from terra firma are necessarily much 
briefer. 


Moreover, air pirates could never 


stop a commercial airplane and call 
on it to "stand and deliver." 
They 


could never get away with booty, anc 
therefore their operations could only 
be destructive and not profitable. 


But one roust not overlook the pos 


sibility that a power as evil disposer 
and reckless as Germany was in 191-1 
might suddenly berrin a systematic at 
tack on all the airrraf, of a rival. The 
experiences of the past warn us to be 
cautious in the future.

Relic of Old Rome. 


During plowing operations in a field 


near the village of Bratton, Westbury, 
Wiltshire, Eng., the plow struck what 
proved to be the cover of a leaden cof- 
fin. The coffin has been examined by 
B. H. Carrington, the curator of the 
Wilts 
Archeological 
museum, who 


states that the coffin, without doubt, 
belongs to the period of the Roman 
occupation, says the London Times. 
The place where It was found is about 
a mile from the site of a large Romano- 
British village The coffin Is 6 feet 8 
inches in length; its width varies from 
1 foot 6 inches to 1 foot 4 Inches and 
its depth is 1 foot 7 Inches. Large 
Iron nails 4% Inches long indicate that 
when Interred It had a wooden outer 
covering, but that has perished, as 
have the bones interred, except the leg 
bones, the pelvis and the lower Jaw; 
there is no trace of the skull. Two 
pieces of lead form the bottom of tto* 
coffin, but the cover is one piece.

sewing leather shoes, for which the 
patent was issued to Gordon McKay, 
April 29, 3862, was built the great boot 
and shoe industry of the United States. 
McKay purchased, in 1S59, Blake's sew- 
ing machine, which was one simply 
using wax thread, with a stationary 
horn attached. 
White the machine in- 


tended for sewing boots and shoes op- 
erated well in parts of the work, It 
failed in stitching the heels and toes. 
McKay changed the feeding apparatus. 
Introduced automatic contrivances, and 
finally was successful 
In adapting 


It to all kinds of work. 
After the 


breaking out of the Civil war, McKay 
began to make army shoes, and In 
1862 made contracts with 62 firms for 
their use 
In 1876, 1.500 were in op- 


eration. 
These machines have been
